Hebrews Ch 10 vs. 27. 

But a certain fearful looking for of judgment. 

We have to tie this in with verse 26. The context is 

dealing with a person who has at first been receptive to 

the Gospel, but becomes apostate by forsaking the 

Gospel and going back to the Mosaic Law. 

The word certain in the Greek here means some or any 

person, a certain one; it is translated as a fearful 

expectation. 

There could be an expectation of the judgment to 

come, an outward visible judgment in this life, a 

judgment which follows death, or the judgment of all 

things at the hand of Christ. 

An expectation of judgment by their awakened 

consciences, not knowing how soon it may come. 

It would be like someone under sentence of execution. 

Not knowing the time of when it is going to happen. 

And fiery indignation. Indignation means unfavorable 

one, an enemy, jealousy, zeal. 

Zephaniah Ch 1 vs. 18. 

Neither their silver nor their gold shall be able to deliver 

them in the day of the Lord's wrath; but the whole land 

shall be devoured by the fire of his jealousy, for he shall 

make even a speedy riddance of all them that dwell in 

the land. 

Fire in the Bible is an emblem of fierce punishment. 

To be expecting the wrath of God. 



Ezekiel Ch 38 vs. 19. 

For in my jealousy and in the fire of my wrath have I 

spoken. Surely in that day there shall be a great 

shaking in the land of Israel. 

Which shall devour the adversaries. 

These are the bitter enemies of Christ and His church. 

2 nd Tim CH 1 vs. 7 & 8. 

And to you who are troubled rest with us, when the 

Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with His 

mighty angels, in flaming fire taking vengeance on 

them that know not God, and that obey not the gospel 

of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Matt Ch 25 vs. 41. 

Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, 

depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 

prepared for the devil and his angels. 

Also we read in the Old Testament about Sodom and 

Gomorrah, The two sons of Aaron, and the men that 

rose up with Korah against Moses.
